Aftt-r you Lave collet'twl 
all that you desire, stop and Cliiuk a 
few minutes to gee It you havou't for- 
Bol to jttot out some very necessary 
thing that you will miss almost as soon 
as you arrive. It is a good plan'after 
having taken out nil jour \thingi? to uo 
over to your drawers aud closets ngaiu, 
in case yoo have overlooked somethinK 
that will catch your eye the second 
time. 


A stack of tissue paper la necessary 


for complete and proper par-kins, as 
so many things require -wrapping. All 
shoes 
bhdTiHl be caieiully .ducted, 


si'til'iMl with tissue paper to preserve 
their sha>pe and put in the bottom of 
the trunk. One adopt hi the art of 
packing away, Ktood her shoes and 
slippers—after wrappiua—in tlie four 
coiners of the trunk to {ill up the space 
which is always lost in the corners, bo- 
sides, she assorted it neld the centre in 
position bettor.

The big department store which sells 


everything, from a cradle to a comn, 
has split up the dry-goods trade Into a 
thousand specialties, and has made a 
dozen vocations m this line of business 
where there was one formerly. 


In these new occupations a great 


many «omen have found employment. 
One does not hear so much about them 
as about the women lawyer or the 
woman physician. Their personalities 
are hidden in those of the huge con- 
cerns for which they work. 


In most of these cases the women 


Lave won their places on the same 
terms and by the same qualities that 
would have brought success to man 
In the same situation. There are some 
lines, of course, like ilu; handling of 
women's attire, in which they enjoy a 
certain advantage, but this applies to 
a very small portion of the whole num- 
ber of cases. In many instances wom- 
en have been notably successful in the 
very fields supposed to be especially 
the province of masculine workers. 


There is a certain retail store in New 


York which has the reputation of car- 
rying a particularly fine line of laces 
at prices which cannot be matched in 
ny otiier store. It is rather remarkable 
that while, in all other lines, it has 
what is known as "cheap" trade, it at- 
tracts some of the most fastidious 
shoppers in their search for laces. 


The peculiar success of this firm in 


This one particular line is duo to the 
iact that the store has a lace buyer 
-,sl>o is rec-osnized as being the most 
discriminating in the cltv. Thh' buyer 
is n woman, now Just middle age. who 
has followed her specialty for years 
with unvarying success. 


This woman's success, while unusual, 


is not difficult to understand. Possess- 
ing excellent judgment in such matters, 
she knows better than a man what to 
buv. In adition to this she has a lirst- 
rale business head. She can buy as 
closely as any man. and she has a keen 
scent for bargains. As in any oilier line 
of work, her .success has not been due 
to one quality, but to a combination of 
business sagacity and or.lei prise, and 
n constant effort to outstrip her com- 
petitors. Tills woman receives a sal- 
ary of $4,000 per year, and is absolutc- 
lv master of her own department, con- 
ducting It exactly as pleases her. 
Therefore, she is in a better position 
than «he would occupy if she had a 
profitable store of her own, having all 
the authority and none of the risk 
which that would involve.

many departments in the big stores, 
r.ol only in the milinery nnd underwent 
departments, but in charge of dress 
goods nnd shoes as wll.

wo-tlnrds of the men drummers. 
Another field which hns proven lu- 
•ative to the pioneers in the art is mil- 
ton- embroidery. The reas-on so com- 
)ar.itivelv few women have taken tt 
ip as a means of livelihood is because 
t demands a long apprenticeship wlth- 
nt quick remuneration. It is, how- 
ver. a promising profession for a 
oung girl with a keen eye, a firm 
i.ind and quick intelligence, a good 
nemory as well as patience and por- 
c\erance. She will belong to a- class 
of needle-women whose work is oi 
u-ncticjil imnortance 'fn national and 
icpartmental affairs. The embroider- 
ci s work the ranking devices on the 
shoulder knots, collars' belts and cap 
ncees of officers' uniforms. This klnc! 
of embroidery is different from all oth- 
er branches of ornamental ueeille-work. 


All the best grade military embroid- 


ery i*! done in private houses. At the 
regular factories only the very ordin- 
irv. inexpensive insignia are manufac- 
tured, that for the wardens' uniforms 
med In prisons and public institutions, 
for instance, or for steamboat Ones and 
railway service. The skilled embroid- 
eier who works privately seldom takes 
orders of that sort, and generally has 
h'-r hands full of well-paying, carefully 
graded work. Whenever an army or 
navy officer Is promoted, an expert em- 
broiderer must be employed to do his 
shoulder knots nnd straps, collar de- 
vice, etc. 


From $12 to $18 a week is paid to the 


women embroiderers who work in this 
department nt the best military tailors' 
shons. nnd the forewomen, who design 
nnd place the work get from $22 to $25, 
while the experts who take work in 
large quantities and employ other 
women earn a very comfortable in- 
come. 
Several young women who have been 


graduated at the various dental col- 
leges will beuln to practice this fall. 


Women have been more than fairly 


successful in the practice of dentistry 
in the t'nitcd States. There are only 
n few women in the profession in Eng- 
land, nnd number of these took their 
degrees here. It is said that a clear 
majority of the women dentists of 
Germany went to that country from 
America. 


Women bare always boon successful 


!n designing wall paper, rugs, book 
covers and the like, but Miss Olenrose 
Bell, of ^hicngo, is winning fame as a 
desicncr for damask. Hor aptitude for 
this ospeclnl line of work lias been the 
menu* of certain European houses so- 
liciting her work. She is. however, nn- 
Evil won the B. A. nt the Chicago Uni- 
versity.

It 
ban a bearing an well on many other 
aspects of American reuihilty. fj'he 
wrapper was the sweeping h.vmtiol of 
Lome relaxation and comfort not many 
years ago. Ittt pleasures were not al- 
ways to be enjoyed only in the midst 
of the family circle. Sninclently or- 
rate, it could appear before strangers, 
jnul that period was long in advance 
of the tea gown. Tiie wrapper pruned 
beyond Its domestic limbs, and carried 
Its suggestion of freedom from stays 
and conventional gat'l* into wider 
spheres. It appeared on the piazzas of 
summer hotels in the "(clitic's, and was 
the accepted breakfast toilet for the 
head of the most formal family and 
the other women of lh» house.

The Stock Boup Pot. 


No honw, howev*r small It may ba, 


should be without a stock pot; it la 
the "save all" of an eMabll»hment 
There IB nothing In the shape of meat 
that l« sweet aud wholesome that may 
not go into the stock pot. For the ben- 
efit of the stock pot you should not al- 
low any one to pick a bone. If you 
send a Joint of cold meat Into tho 
kitchen for the servants' dinner never 
allow them to pick the bone, for the 
stock pot requires It, and will extract 
abundant nourishment from it. 
In 


trimming a Joint of cold meat for the 
pot. Egg shells should go Into the stock 
pot. Egg shells shoud go into the stock 
pot; they tend to clear the stock. Hard 
crusts of dry bread may be put In; 
they gather the scum, which should be 
taken off three of four times during the 
day. Ham, veal, beef, mutton, lamb, 
pork, bits of poultry, gnnw, in fact, 
the bones or remains of any~"kind of 
meat should go Into the stock pot. Cold, 
cariols and parsnips or the remains of 
onion sauce or gravy, the outside stems 
of celery thoroughly cleaned and cut 
up, should go into the stock pot. 
In 


this you have the ground work of al- 
most all Kinds of gravies and soups. 
The stock pot should be made with n 
faucet. The top not being quite at the 
bottom allows room for sediment, and 
tiius you can draw off the stock per- 
fectly clear. It should be drawn off 
and thoroughly cleared out every twen- 
ty-four hours, \\hen the bones und the 
like should be removed. The saving in 
a vear by means of a stock pot is some- 
thing enormous.

every crevice; then take 2." cent's worth 
of quick silver and the white of one 
egg and mix thoroughly. Take a small 
sized brush and paint every crevice 
and all long the sides of the bed. If 
this recipe is followed you will never 
see a bug. 
If the moths have begun to eat your 


carpet, take the tacks out, turn Tt back 
one-halt yard all round the room, wash 
the boards with a saturated solution of 
comphor, putting it on with a paint 
brush: then lay the carpet back in its 
proper place, put over it a towel wrung 
out of water camphor, and iron it thor- 
oughly with a red-hot iron, so as to 
steam it through and through, and this 
will kill the insects and all their larvae. 


Every hostess should learn to cut a 


water melon In the most approved 
manner. It Is now quite out of date 
to serve the melon In round slices, and 
when it is cut in boat-like pieces and 
looks very appetizing it tastes better. 
In order to cut a watermelon in an ar- 
tistic manner a person should practice 
by cuting one or two meals in ad- 
vance of performing the ''carving act" 
before one's guests. The first time t&e 
lady will perhaps have to challo a 
few lines in a zigzag manner from left 
to right, commencing about

Rennes, Sept. 1.—The session opened 


behind closed doors in tbe Lycee. Ma- 
jors Hai-tiuan and Ducros and Gen. 
Deloye, all of the Artillery, were pres- 
ent 


The Court discussed the secret docu- 


ment relating to the Artillery subjects 
of the bordereau. 


The public was admitted to the court 


at 9:80 a. m. The flrst witness called 
»fter the public session was opened 
was Capt. Lebrun-Reiiault, of the Re- 
publican Guard, who reiterated his tes- 
timony given before the Court of Cas- 
sation, repeating the terms of the al- 
leged confession of Dreyfus: 


"I am innocent. In three years they 


will recognize my Innocence. The Min- 
ister of War knows it. If I delivered 
documents to Germany it was to have 
more important ont*s in return." 


The witness's explanation that be did 


not refer to the confession of Drefyus 
during his Interview with President 
Caslmir-Perier, because he overheard a 
conversation during the course of 
which he was called "traitor" "can- 
aille" and "cur," came as a surprise, 
for he did not mention this in his evi- 
dence bofore the Court of Causation, as 
Mai t re Labor!, leading counsel for the 
defense, pointed out 


M. Labor! also laid stress on *fce fact 


lhat Capt. Lebrun-Renault should have 
kept his notebook In which, he asserts, 
lit1 made a note of the conversation 
with Dreyfus for four years, and not 
have destroyed it on the very morrow 
the matter was brought up In debate 
in the Chamber of Deputies. 


The Captain's reply that he looked 


upon tbe copy made by M. Cavaignnc, 
then Minister of War, HS being suffi- 
cient, was considered rather lame. 


Dreyfus, replying to the witness, be- 


gan by calmly declaring that Capt. 
Lebrmi-Renault's statement that a cer- 
tain Capt. Lattel was present during 
the conversation with Capt. Lebrun- 
Renault was inaccurate. 


The witness, however, maintained 


that Capt. Dattol was present, where- 
upon Dreyfus &ald that If he was pres- 
ent he, the prisoner, did not speak to 
him. 


Dreyfus then raised his voice excit- 


edly and, accompanying his words with 
short, emphatic gestures of the right 
hand, which was quivering with his 
emotion, he protested that Capt. Le- 
brun-Renault should have repeated to 
bis Chiefs his utterance, which bcgnn 
with a protestation of Innocence, with- 
out asking him "to explain his words. 


"Those are manoeuvres," cried the 


prisoner, "which must fill all honest 
men with indignation." 


This declaration of the prisoner made 


a deep impression ou the audience. 


Dreyfus 
spoke 
the 
last 
words 


through his teeth and was evidently la- 
boring under the greatest excitement 
and indignation. 


The audience broke into "bravos," 


which the gendarmes immediately sup- 
pressed./ 


Ou being recalled, Capt. Lebmn-Re- 


naault said that this was true, but he 
added that Capt. Dattel was present, 
and could have overheard the conver- 
sation. 


M. Labor! here pointed out that Capt. 


Dattel had not spoken to his chiefs on 
this subject and Gen. Mercier, who. 
like all the military witnesses, followed 
the proceedings with the keenest at- 
tention, rose and admitted that this 
was correct. 


Col. Jouaust told Dreyfus that he 


had not explained why he mentioned 
the term of three years, to which Drey- 
fus replied: 
"I did not give three years as the 


term. I only said I hoped that in the 
course of three years my innocence 
would be recognized. 
And I wish to 
state, my Colonel, that, as my letters 
to Gen. Gonse show, my words did not 
have the sense evil minds have sought 
to give them." 
Major Fornzinetti, who was Gover- 


nor of the Chercbe Midi prison during 


' the time Dreyfus was imprisoned there, 


and who testified In behalf of Dreyfus, 
drt-J«rlng that he never heard of the 
confession Dreyfus is said to have 
made, was the next witness called. 


Oal. Jouaust asket Major Forzinetti ; 


If "f reyfus ever had the idea of suicide 
and the witness replied that Dreyfus 
had asked him for a weapon, and that 
also after bis condemnation was read 
he was with difficulty prevented form 
dashing bis head against the wall. 


After the last visit of Du Pnty de 


Clam to Dreyfus, continued Malor For- 
zjnnetti the prisoner wrote to the Min- 
ister of War a letter which concluded 
with the words: 
"When I am gone, let them seek out 


- the culprit" 
At the conclusion of Major Forzin- 
ettl's evidence Dreyfus, on Col. Jou- 
aust's Invitation, and after reference 
to the last Interview with Dn "Paty de 
Clam, said, looking with gratitude to 
the Major: 


"I had determined to kill myself. I 


had made up my mind not to undergo 
the" frifrhtful torture of a soldier from 
whom they wished to tear the insignia 
of honor. Well, then, let me say this: 


"That if I went to that torture I can 


say here that ft wan thank* to Hme. 
Dreyfus, who showed me my duty, and 
who told me that if I was innocent 
I oucht to go to It f<* the rake of her 
*nd our children. If I am here, it Is to 
nor that I owe lt> my Colonel,"

OLD STATUTES WIPED OUT. 


Report Submitted to Secretary Root by tht 


the lusnlar Commission of the 


Island. 


dan Smith, a cadet at the West Point 
Military Academy, who was appointed 
by Congressman Sutherland of Ne- 
braska In 1897, and whose home is in 
Juanita. Neb., has !>wn dismissed 
publicly and summarily upon the order 
of the Secretary of War for the hazing 
of another cadet. The action of Secre- 
tary Hoot in approving the recommen- 
dation for the dismissal of Smith with- 
out a trial indicates that the authorities 
have reached the limit of their pa- 
tience with the hazing practices Indulg- 
ed in at tho Military Academy. In 
fact, it is htated in the printed notice, 
of Smith's dismissal furuibhed by the 
Adjutant General that Secretary Root 
has determined that hazing in the army 
must cease. 


The offense for which Cadet Smith 


was discharged dishonorably was not 
his first breach of that character. In 
1898, while he was a member of the 
third class. Smith was tried by a gen- 
eral court martial for the ofl'onse of 
hazing. lie was convicted and suspend- 
ed from tho academy. His term of 
suspension expired on August 28 of 
this year, on which day he was ordered 
to report at the academy and re-enter 
the third class, which was equivalent 
to a set-back of a year in his studies. 
Smith reported at the academy on Aug. 
28 at 1.10 o'cock in the afternoon. At 
0.4. 
T> o'clock of the same'day he was 


placed under arrest for hazing a fourth- 
class man, IT. S. Grant, 'M. 


When the case was brought to the 


attention of the commandant of the 
academy be was indignant at such a 
gross violation of the regulations, and 
instead of ordering a court martial to 
try the offender he wrote to the Secre- 
tary of War, detailing the outrage and 
recommending Smith's instant dismiss- 
al without tr'al. Secretary Koot, being 
of the same mind as the commandant 
on the necessity of putting a stop to 
the abuses which have served to bring 
the school into disrepute, at once made 
out tlie ortTer for Smith's dishonorable 
dismissal. 


AVar Department officials hope that 


this summnrv action will serve as a 
warning to other rn^lcls at the academy 
who may feel inclined to continue in- 
dulgence in the pastime of hazing their 
juniors.

Binghamtou. N. Y., Sept. 1.—On Sat- 


urday night another trust with a cap- 
ital stocU of $85.000,000-and on issue 
of $0,000,000 worth of bonds \\ ill come 
into being ready to begin operation. 
This is the American Hide and 
Leather Company, on the organization 
of which promoters Ryan and Hatch 
of Chicago have been working for six 
or eight months. The local concern 
whose interests will be absorbed is .T. 
B. Wood & Co. It is probable that 
Thomas Hall of New York will be the 
President. The combine is being fin- 
anced by the banking firm of S^Hgman 
& Co. of New York. 


The capital stock of the company 


will bo divided into $17.500,000 of 7 
per cent, cumulative preferred stock, 
the samp amount of common stock, 
and an issue of $0.000,000 of 0 per cent, 
bonds. Twenty-four of the 
largest 


leath'er-making concerns in the coun- 
try will go into the trust. All of these 
concerns, with one exception, manu- 
facture ordinary leather, or upper 
leather. In the organization of the new 
company the plants of the firms en- 
tering the combine are purchased out- 
right. 


Critcblow, of this place, has returned 
from Pittsburg and announced that he 
expected to prove himself the rightful 
heir to half of the fortune of Alexander 
Snyder, who recently returned 
from 


the Klondike with $00,000. Suyder re- 
turned about six weeks ago. He said 
he wanted to liud the sou of his old 
chum, Thomas II.

Critchlow 
died in the miniug regions of Colorado 
in 1803. 


Rnyder was among the first to go to 


;hc Klondike and after experiencing 
nany hardships accumulated about 
SfiO.OOO. He returned to the States full 
of the desire to keep his promise to 
his old partner. Snyder had forcottcn 
the name of the son of his former 
companion, F.O lie placed the matter in 
the hands of an attorney In Fittsburg, 
who was to advertise for the young 
man. 
Several claimants appeared, but 


Orriu Critchlow, of Franklin, had no 
trouble in establishing his identity as 
the missing heir. George Mason, of 
this place, came forward to vouch for 
Orrin Critchlow as the son of Thomas 
II. Critchlow. Mason fought at tne 
father's side at the battle of Fred- 
oricksburg, inhere Critchlow was bad- 
ly wounded. 


Young Critchlow is an oil well driver. 


He says he did not see Snjder in Pitts- 
burg, but saw his attorney and is satis- 
fled that the offer is genuine. He has 
made arrangements to meet Syncler In 
Pittshurs soon, when the money will 
be paid to him. Synder is in Forest 
county at present.

(rain. Weiss caught a glimpse of him 
hs he went over a stwp embankment. 
The train was stopped and the fate of 
the escaped prisoner Is unknown.

At the same time she says that the 
strange influence is being held over her 
child by Eli Shaw, whose sensational 
trial, charged with the murder of his 
mother and grandmother, in Camden, 
occurred about one year ago. At the 
time of the murder Eli Shaw was said 
to be engaged to marry Miss Maybelle 
Xeilson, who lives with her mother, at 
Woodbury, N. .T.. both women have de- 
clared that the engagement was brok- 
en off on the morning of October, 12, 
ISO", tho day the double tragedy oc- 
curred.

Number of Office-Holders 
In tne 


Inland Reduced Considerably—Sys- 
tem of Greater Efficiency in tbe 
Administration of Justice — Eco- 
nomic Methods of Government. 


Washington, Sept. 1.—The insular 


commission which President McKinley 
appointed last winter to visit Cuba and 
Porto Rico has made its final report to 
the Secretary of War. The commission 
is composed of Robert P. Kennedy of 
Ohio, Charles W. Watkins of Michigan 
and H. G. Curtis of Iowa, These com- 
missioners visited Porto Rico and 
studied the conditions and needs of the 
people there. They gave little atten- 
tion to Cuba. The commission pre- 
pared a code of laws for Porto Rico 
similar to those now in force in the 
States, and they recommend that this 
code bhall be promulgated by the Pres- 
ident without waiting for the action of 
Congress. They made this recommen- 
dation as the means of giving im- 
mediate relief to the people of Porto 
Rico, who, after a year's government 
by the United States, are still under 
the laws given them by Spain, which 
were so unjust ab to induce tbe \ihole 
people to welcome the United States 
arm> and beg to be transferred to the 
protection of the American flag. 


On this matter the cornmifesioners say 


in their report: 


"We have materially reduced the 


number of officeholders throughout the 
island, not only in the general govern- 
ment, but In the courts, the districts 
and municipalities. At the same time 
we have given them a system of great- 
er eillcieucy in the administration of 
justice, the transfer of property, the 
settlement of estates, the collection 
and expenditure of taxes, and the 
whole economic methods of the gov- 
rnmeut throughout the island. 


"No other matters demand such im- 


mediate and prompt attention as these. 
It is a matter of imperative necessity 
that these people be speedily relieved 
from their present conditions and from 
the systems of oppression under which 
they have been laboring for hundreds 
of vefirw. A horde of officeholders is 
on tine np the substance of the people; 
Ihc tax«s gathered from every possible 
source are not used for their benefit, 
but their oppression, and they are re- 
ceivine: nothing in return for the great 
burdens imposed upon them. It Is pos- 
sible by the adoption of American 
laws which we submit herewith, adapt- 
ed to tho needs, necessities and present 
conditions of the Porto Ricau people, 
to cive them opportunities of advance- 
ment, to improve their roads and high- 
ways, to establish schools, to build 
schoolhou.*cs and to educate the people, 
and, 
by a just nnd impartial system of 


taxation, to relieve them of the great 
burden'? under which they are now 
struggling, and to bring them, by 
means of education and inuyiigenee, 
to the high standard of American citi- 
zenship." 


The commissioners say that the best 


wiy to relieve the people of Porto Rico 
f the distress so general is to give 


the means of securing a livliliood 


y work. The people are- industrious, 
cady and willing to work if given the 
ppnrtunity. There Is a great field in 
10 is'and for the employment or capital 
;hich is waiting: for permission to en- 
er. and with its entrv will come a 
ny ef prosperity for the Porto Rican 
pope. With the construction of rail- 
on^, highways, electric lines, mills 
nd manufacturing establishments will 
ome work for thousands of unemploy- 
il. and with their owration will come 
ontinned labor for the people. 
The Inw^ submitted do away with all 
ecc^sit> for the sa^e of franchises or* 
pocinl grants therefor, ">y permitting 
ny persons to incorporate under the 
eneral incorporation law. and extend- 
ng the right of eminent domain to-all 
nasi-pnbic corporations, under the 
nles of the general statutes: so that 
ny company desiring to build a rail- 
oad. erect a 3am, improve a water 
xnver. or build a street railway, can 
o so upon complying with the general 
aw.

Pretoria, Sept. 1.—The Transvaal'! 


Dote to Great Britain, offering the five- 
year franchise and the other conces- 
sions, was worded strongly, and ex- 
plained that the concessions were made 
with n sincere desire to settle fully all 
differences, to put an end to strained 
relations and to avert a dlf astrous war. 
Therefore, a prompt answer 'was re- 
quested. 


The note of Conyngham Greene, in 


reply, was conciliatory and tantamount 
to an acceptance of the live-year offer. 
It agreed to waive the suggested com- 
mission of inquiry, provided a repre- 
sentative, to be appointed by Sir Alfred 
Milncr, should be allowed faculties in 
Pretoria to make an investigation of 
the franchise question, and provided 
the 
report of such 
representative 


should prove satisfactory. Otherwise 
the Transvaal Government was re- 
quested to await further suggestions 
from the Imperial Government before 
submitting new proposals to the Volks- 
raad. Mr. Gieene's note suggested a 
further conference at Cape Town. 


The entire correspondence between 


the Imperial and Transvaal govern- 
ments was road in one s^siou, and 
Krueer asked the ttaatl to meet secret- 
ly for the purpose of considering a 
replv. 


President Kniger declared that in 


tbe convention of 18.71 the suzerainty 
of Groat Britain wan started distinctly. 
But, he added, there was no intention 
of it jn the convention of I8R1. He de- 
nied the Government had excluded the 
British from political rights.

tants fenr to venture out without an 
armed escort. Persons living on the 
outskirts of the villa-res come into the 
centre of the town at riiplit nsfl sleep 
as the fear of the raiders is very great. 


The Indians are' nsins poisoned ar- 


rows, nnd much stock has been killed 
with these missiles.
